Below we reprint I one of the most 
intelligent articles we have seen in 
any farm paper on the 
present hog 
situation. 
It appeared in June 14 is

Iowa 
Homestead, Des 
JVloines, Iowa: 
Statistics indicate that there is a 
surplus of hogs 
and 
pork in 
this 
country amounting 
to 10 or 12 per 
cent above last year’s production. In 
April this year40 per cent more hogs 
were 
marketed 
than in April last 
year and .‘10 per cent more than 
the 
average for April in the 
preceding 
five-year period. Rapid increase 
in 
production 
cannot 
be 
maintained 
without a heavy reduction 
in 
pork 
prices. 
That there will be a decided 
let-up in production 
this 
fall 
and 
next spring can scarcely be doubted. 
It will most likely be greater than 
it should be. 
Such at least has al­ 
ways been the case in the past when 
hog prices have declined and 
corn 
prices advanced. 
We would urge farm ers not to be­ 
come alarmed over the present hog 
situation. 
Do not increase 
produc­ 
tion; at the same time do not be ov­ 
er-anxious to cut dowrn the 
number 
of brood sows. 
Too much of the la t­ 
ter is apt to follow 
anyway. 
The 
man who sticks by his 
usual 
pro­ 
gram , one that has been 
developed 
from past experience, is 
nearly al­ 
ways- the man who make« the larg­ 
est profits over a series of years. 
Let the breeder of pure-bred hogs 
continue to hold his herd 
up to 
a 
high standard of efficiency, confident 
that there will always be a demand 
for good breeding stock. 
Let 
the 
producer of m arket hogs use the best 
pure-bred sires available so that the 
feeding quality of his herd may 
not 
pnly 
be 
maintained, but improved. 
Each 
producer 
should 
also study 
methods of feeding and give due con­ 
sideration to the feeding of balanced 
rations and a sufficient amount 
of 
mineral m atter to insure the g re a t­ 
est gain at the 
least 
possible feed 
cost. 
Many farmers are still placing too 
much reliance on corn 
alone, 
even 
for growing pigs. 
Corn 
is a 
good 
feed so far as it goes, but it is not 
a well balanced feed. 
It is 
rich 
in 
fat forming materials, but lacking in 
bones and muscle forming constitu­ 
ents. 
This has been demonstrated so 
many times under varied 
conditions 
that there is no question whatsoever 
of the truth and the practical 
im­ 
portance thereof.

So 
long as Europe remains in its pre

of disorganization and distress
